I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  Year,  1965. 

The  estirpp'ted  raid-year  popul'=tion  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  22,480  corap=^red  with  22,270  in  I963.,  showing  a  grovrth  in 
number  of  210.  There  were  283  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a  Death 
Rate  of  12.5  per  1,000  population,  slightly  higher  than  the  national  rate 
of  11.3.  There  were  4  deaths  in  ini"ants  under  1  year  of  age.  The 
greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age  78.37?^. 
There  were  320  births,  8  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  17  births  were 
illegitimate.  The  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  14,  lower  than 
national  rate  of  18.4.  There  were  5  still-births. 

Notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  I66  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  Measles  accounting  for  143,  H  Pneumonia,  4  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
2  Non-PuLmonary  Tuberculosis,  2  Scarlet  Fever,  1  Dysentery,  and  1 
Puerperal  Pyrexia.

The  numbers  of  samples  of  milk  are  substantial  as  all  milk  which  is 
received  at  the  two  processing  dairies  situate  at  Spilsby  and  '.llilloughby  is 
sampled  at  these  places  for  convenience  irrespective  of  the  place  of  production. 


Forty-six  samples  w'ere  deficient  in  fat  or  solids  non-fat.  All  of  the 
deficiencies  were  found  to  be  due  to  natural  c'^uses  and  the  producers  have  been 
advised  ^accordingly  and  follow-up  samples  taken. 


One  sample  of  cherry  pie  filling  was  found  to  be  inadequately  labelled 
and  representation  has  been  made  to  the  manufacturer  as  necessary. 

The  remainder  of  the  samples  satisfied  the  analytical  tests. 

The  following  samples  of  milk  w'ere  subioct  to  testing  for  efficiency  of 
pasteurisation  or  sterilisation  and  for  keeping  quality.  All  of  these  s'’mples 
satisfied  the  prescribed  tests.

The  foregoing  samples  included  those  from  the  two  processing  dairies  together  w'ith 
samples  taken  on  delivery  rounds  and  milk  shops.  l64  samples  of  milk  were  tajeen 
for  biological  examination.  These  showed  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis  but  8  w^ere 
effected  by  brucella  abortus.  In  all  instajices  of  milk  from  the  affected  herds 
is  normally  subject  to  pasteurisation  ap^'rt  from,  that  may  be  consumed  by  the  producers 

or  their  employees,  w^ho  have  been  advised  on  the  d.angers  of  consuming  the  milk  in  its

THE  CHILDRENS  ACT,  1948. 

By  the  provisions  of  this  Act  certain  cla.sses  of  children  come  Under 
the  care  of  the  Childrens  Department  of  the  County  Council.  This  department 
is  responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various  reasons  deprived  of  normal 
care  of  their  parents,  and  problem  families.  The  Rural  District  as  a 
Housing  Authority  can  give  a  lot  of  help  towards  the  re— housing  of  problem 
families,  under  this  Act.

PUBLIC  CLK^NSING 


The  acquisition  of  a  suitable  and  convenient  site  in  our  coastal 
region  for  refuse  disposal  presents  a  real  serious  problem. 

The  present  system  of  excavation,  burning  and  covering  v;ith  soil 
is  not  ideal,  but  practicable  under  present  circumstances. 

Prom  a  survey  of  the  coastal  belt,  the  only  suitable  site  for 
controlled  tipping  is  an  area  betr/een  the  tv/o  banks  knovm  as  Ckapel 
Marsh,  It  is  an  ideal  site.  If  the  site  is  obtained,  refuse  can  be 
deposited  in  layers  under  the  'Bradford’  tipping  system^  from  bank  to 
bank.  The  suggested  area  will  ensiore  the  Council  has  provision  for 
the  tipping  of  refuse  for  many  years. 

At  oresent,  the  coastal  area  deals  ’.vith  refuse  from  licensed 
Camping  Sites  (involving  over  7,000  caravans),  along  with  7-10  daily 
loads  from  Bullin' s  Holiday  Camp,  refuse  from  innumerable  tents  and 
domestic  premises  (approxhiiately  1,600  bins);  imposing  a  strain  during 
the  holiday  season. 

There  is  a  refuse  collection  service  in  all  sixty-nine  parishes. 
Fifty-nine  parishes  receive  refuse  collection  once  every  three  weeks; 
tliree  parishes  once  every  tv/o  weeks  and  the  remaining  seven  parishes 
once  every  week. 

Refuse  tips  are  situate  at  Spilsby,  Ulceby,  Stickney,  New 
Bolingbroke,  Burgh,  Ingoldimells  and  Hogsthorpe.
